_ Russia Unprepared 
For Atomic War 


Peak of Latest European 
War Scare Is Now Passed 


Here is an appraisal of the European war picture by Hugh 
Baillie, president of the United Press. Baillie writes from London 
after a series of frank discussions with government heads in 
Britain, France and Germany. Before going to Europe he 
visited General MacArthyr’s headquevters in Tokyo and the 
fighting fronts in Korea, ‘Thus, his assessment of the scene in 
Europe is written against a background of first-hand reporting 
im both theatres of international tension.—Editor.

LONDON, Dec, 18.—(UP)—The peak of the latest 
European war scare has passed. 
With the Urited States getting on a war basis, Atlantic 
{ Pact ministets meeting in Brussels, and the European army 
showing signs of actuality, there’s a feeling that a general 
war—if there is going to be 
one—won’t come for a while 
yet. 

The crisis developed faster 
than expected, finding Russia 
unprepared for an atomic war 
which full - scale hostilities 
would speedily develop. 

Therefore, what prevails 
this Christmastide might be 
described as ‘the truce of the 
atom bomb.”

The youthful and commendable anxiety 
of Acting Mayor William Hawrelak tc be 
zealous in the accomplishment of his tem- 
porary duty should not lead him into en- 
@roachment upon other people's responsi- 


bilities. 

It is not his place, for example, to start 
recommending to the attorney-general 
where offenders under the Criminal Code 
should serve their terms. 

Recently a 15-year-old boy, convicted 
on nine charges of shopbreaking, house- 
breaking and theft, was sentenced in 
lice court to 15 months in Fort Saskatche- 
wan jail. 

Acting Mayor Hawrelak does not be- 
lieve this boy should go to jail. He believes 
he should go to some other sort of an in- 
stitution. So he has asked Attorney-Gen- 
eral Lucien Maynard to send him to some 
other corrective institution, even if it has 
to be outside the province, 

Now if Mr. Hawrelak makes this re- 
quest as a private citizen, he is quite within 
his rights to do so, Indeed, he may be thor- 


oughly justified in his demand, although | 


many will doubt that a boy with such a 
zecord would be acceptable among first of- 


fenders where corrective methods are 
— applied. 

ut if Mr. Hawrelak speaks as acting 
mayor of Edmonton, he should be re- 
minded that he is being paid by Edmon- 
ton to help run the city and not to help 
run the attorney-general’s department. 

If it is an enormity that a boy with a 
three-year criminal record should have to 
go to jail, others much more qualified than 
Mr. Hawrelak should speak for him. 

The magistrate, for instance, and the 
lawyers connected with the case will doubt- 
less make recommendations as_ their 
consciences dictate. 

It is, of course, the unhappy and un- 
fortunate case that Alberta, advanced in 
s0 many aspects of social legislation, has 
been dilatory in providing a corrective in- 
stitution for juveniles. But such an institu- 
tion is now being provided. And the be- 
lated sense of justice which prompted the 
creation of this institution will probably 
operate effectively in the case of the boy 
on whose behalf Mr. Hawrelak makes his 
appeal. 

What Mr. Hawrelak needs to remember 
is that sentimental outbursts will not 
necessarily make him a good mayor of 
Edmonton, 


Strange Timing of General Franco 


Spain's two weeks’ campaign in press 
and radio, for the return to Spain of the 
fortress of Gibraltar has been topped off 
by an outburst from General Franco to 
the effect that Gibraltar must one day 
fall into his hands. 

Franco has always been maladroit so 
far as international relations are concern- 
ed. 

But this is surely the strangest piece 
of timing in history. 

Just at a moment when the forces of 


Communism are arming to move against 
the rest of tue world, this bitter opponent 
of Communism wants to deprive the de- 
mocracies of a prime defensive weapon. 
Just at a moment when Franco is mov 
ing heaven and earth to get back into the 
ranks of respectable nations, he throws 
down this amazing gage of contention. 
Those who have favored Spain's inclu- 
sion in the United Nations will think again 
when they begin to realize the mischievous 
connotation of this ill-timed demand. 


President Truman Writes Again 


While the United States was still agog 
over the threatening letter sent by Presi- 
dent Truman to the music critic who pan- 
ned his daughter's singing, one of his cor- 
respondents made public still another 
epistle which begins to put the head of the 
American republic in a class with the great 
jetter writers of history. 

This second peppery missive was ad- 
dressed to a congressman who had begged 
the president to appoint a day of prayer 
when the nation could beseech Providence 
to endow the administration with “wis- 
dom and courage’ during this time of 
crisis.

This 
coterie of landed families has 
most to fear trom Communist 
overlordship, They subsist on in- 
come from their feudal estates 
and on what théy can earn from 
government positions which they 
share with the priesthood. Tibet- 
en nobles are almost the only 
people in Lhasa who have been 
exposed to any foreign education. 

It has been their custom to 
send their sons and daughters to 
India for higher learning. Some 
of them are modern-minded per- 
sons who favor progressive re 
form, but for the most part they 
are distinguished more by their 
courtly manners ¢han by their 
effectiveness. 

The vigilant priesthood has 
frustrated virtually all efforts to 
introduce modern innovations 
into Lhasa. Some years ago @ 
few young men of nobility 
brought motorcycles across the 
passes from India and introduced 
them to Lhasa to the terror of 
livestock and pedestrians. The 
priests quickly called a halt to 
that 

karly this year the priesthood 
became concerned over the popu- 
sary of mah jong among Lhasa's 
party-loving well-to-do classes, 
Again pressure was applied on 
the government.

Editor, Bulletin.—For some 
time now Canadians have been 
made aware that the year 1951 is 
to be a momentous one in the 
history of Great Britain. The 
“nation of shopkeepers” is put- 
ting on its best display not only 
of its wares but of its arts and 
development in the sciences, The 
Festival of Britain will go down 
in history as the greatest exhibi- 
tion ever held by its people. 

I have been asked by His Lord- 
ship, the Lord Mayor of Bristol, 
Alderman F. A. Parish, to bring 
to the attention of Bristolians 
who are readers of this paper, the 
fact that Bristol will be playing 
its usual important part in this 
great festival. 

During the period July 7 to 
July 28, 1951, there will be five 
exhibitions—arts and sciences;

Judge Them 
Individually 


Editor, Bulletin—Many news- 
papers and people throughout 
the country have the wrong inter- 
pretation of the word “race.” A 
good example of this, is the ar- 
ticle that appeared in the No- 
vember 20, 1950 issue of the Star 
referring to the Supreme Court 
of Canada’s judgment on a pact 
barring Negroes and Jews. The 
pact prohibited tne sale of cer- 
tain properties along Lake Huron 
to any person of the Jewish, 
Hebrew, Semitic, Negro or Color- 
ed race or blood. 

To use the above terms, ja the 
Same as saying the English or 
French race. As far as the an- 
thropologist is concerned, he does 
not recognize such terms as are 
mentioned in the pact, They are 
only abstract terms whic have 
no meaning at all 

The term “race” deals with 
physical characteristics. lt means 
a group of individuals distin- 
guished from others of the human 
family, by certain heriditary phy- 
sical traits 

The anthropologist divides the 
human family into three main 
groups. These groups are as {ol- 
lows: 1. Caucasoid Race:—These 
are: Nordic, Alpine, Mediterran- 
ean, Hindu. Their description is 
white to brown skin, and wavy 
hair. 2. Mongoloid Race:—Sub- 
divided into three groups, Mon- 
@#olian Proper, Malaysian (Indo- 
nesian), American Indian and 


Eskimo, Their description is, 
Straight hair, yellow to brownish 
skin. Negroid Race:—Subdivid- 
ed into three groups. African 
Negro, Oceanic (Melanesian), Ne- 
gritos (Dwarf Negroes), Their de- 
scription is black skin, woolly or 
fuzzy hair, and broad nose, 

Racial supreiority is a widely 
held concept, but is not a scien- 
tifie fact. I think many people 
would be embarrassed if they 
would stop to think about their 
racial prejudices, for many peo- 
ple who they dislike, belong to 
the same race as they do. For 
example: in the case of the peo- 
Ple around Lake Huron, the 
Jews and Hebrews (who are the 
same), are members of the same 
group as the Anglo-Saxon, 
French, German and most Euro- 
peans, that is, the Causasoid 
group, There is no Jewish, He- 
‘brew or Semitic Race. “Semitic” 
refers to a language group, the 
same as Slav, 

Why not think more of man 
and less of race? Let us not be so 
hasty to judge others, but if we 
must, let us judge each indi- 
vidual person for what he is and 
not by his physical character- 
istics,

Claims About Tobacco 
Not Always Established 


All kinds of statements have 
been made about the harmful- 
ness of tobacco smoking. Some of 
the claims for the damaging ef- 
fects of smoking are pretty well 
established, but others are not, 
For example, it 
has been main- 
tained that 
there is a gen- FF 
eral deteriora- > 
tion of intelli- f 
gence in smok- 
ers especially if 
they are young. 
The comparison 
of scholastic 
records of Dr. Jordan 
smokers and non-smokers have 
been advanced in support of this 
idea, but it is questionable wheth- 
er there is anything in it or not, 

Tt is well known that excessive 
smoking -— and even moderate 
smoking—interferes with athletic 
performance. Certainly, those 
who smoke are likely to get short 
of breath if they exert themselves 
linmediately afterwards, It is not 
surprising then that athletes in 
training are warned against sriok- 
ing, at least during the competi- 
tive season. 


Some Odd 
Effects Seen 


Many smokers complain of cold 
hands and feet. In all probability 
this is because the nicotine in to- 
bacco smoke is absorbed and 
causes the blood vessels to con- 
tract, thus preventing them from 
carrying an adequate supply of 
warming blood 

In some people in fact the con- 
traction of the blood vessels is so 
great after smoking as to cause 
@ vise in the blvod pressure. Fur- 


thermore, those who have definite 
blood vessel diseases are forbid- 
den to smoke, since if they con- 
tinue, trouble is almost certain 
and even amputation may be nec- 
essary. 

Tobacco smoke irritates the 
delicate mucous linings of the 
breathing passageways, It is also 
likely to cause coating of the 
tongue and many heavy smokers 
develop a slight cough and even 
hoarseness from the irritating ef- 
dects of the smoke, 

There is a wide difference of 
Opinion as to whether smoking 
Shortens the life span. Some who 
have studied the subject fee! one 
way and some another, Whatever 
the truth of the matter I do not 
know of anyone who claims that 
smoking increases the expecta- 
tion of life, 


Habit Hard 
To Sicp 

It is surprising but seems to be 
definitely true that some people 
tolerate tobacco smoke much bet- 
ter than others. Why this should 
Le is anyone's guess, but it would 
seem good sense for the person 
who reacts unfavorably to tobac- 
co, or who has some disease in 
which smoking is known to be 
harmful, to give up the habit, 

This is easier said than done, 
and many people write to inquire 


how they can stop smoking. Un- 
fortunately there is no easy way, 
and about all that can be sug- 


#esied is the use of will power, 
and perhaps the substitution of 
some other motion such as chew- 
ing gum, Medicines such as the 
alpha lobeline which was in 
vogue several years ago, have not 
worked out very successfully or 


have proved dangerous,

Some Faults Found 
In New Pension Plan 


The one sure thing that emerges 
out of the recent Dominion-Pro- 
vineial conference is that a dif- 
ferent Old Age Pension scheme 
is on the way. 

I say “different” and not “bet- 
ter”. 

Here are the main proposals of 
the new scheme: 

1.It will be contributory. 
Everybody in Canada, with an in- 
come above a certain amount, 
will have tog 
pay a percen- | 
tage of that in- 
come to sustain 
the fund, ‘ 

2. Everybody 
will draw an 
Old Age Pen- 
sion at 70, with- 
out any means 
test. 

3. People who 
desperately

means test basis, probably at age 
65, 


Means Test 
Is Argued 


I cannot see how any country 
can have a sound pension scheme 
partly on the basis of means test 
and partly on the basis of no 
means test. 

If the principle of “no means 
test” is right, then why apply it 
only at age 70? 

If the principle of means test is 
sound, then why apply it for the.. 
people who are to draw pensions 
at age 65, then abandon that prin- 
ciple at age 70? 

The scheme now proposed 
seems to me to fall between two 
stools. You can make out a good 
argument either for pensions 
given on a basis of a means test, 
or for pensions to be drawn by 
everybody, rich and poor alike. 

But you cannot make out a 
good case for a scheme involving 
BOTH principles—for the ob- 
vious reason that the application 


of BOTH principles cancels out 
the advantages of either one or 
the other. 

The arguments in favor of a 
pension, without means test, are 
simple and convincing. They are 
that the nation as a whole should 
systematize its savings for old 
age of the individual. At a certain 
age—it might be 70, 65 or even 
60—every man and woman in 
Canada would automaticaliy 
draw the allowance. 

There would be no strings ai- 
tached to it, any more than there 
are strings attached to the Child- 
ren's Allowances—which are also 
granted to rich and poor alike. 


There are many great advan- 
tages to the “no means test” pen- 
sion plan, chief being that it does 
not penalize the thrifty and sub- 
sidize the careless or extravagant. 

But another great advantage is 
that the cost of administering a 
“no means test” scheme is much 
less than administering one based 
on proof of the dire need of the 
applicant, The hybrid scheme 
now proposed by Ottawa would 
make it necessary to keep an 
even larger civil service to ad- 
minister the new scheme than al- 
ready exists. 

The Ottawa government uses 
the argument that “this is as 
much as the country can afford.” 

This seems to me shallow and, 
indeed, untrue. 

It should be remembered that 
in Old Age Pension schemes the 
government does not give the 
people anything. On the contrary, 
the people themselves merely use 
the government as the adminis- 
tering agent for a compulsory, 
universal old age annuity scheme. 

That being so, it seems to me 
that it would be better to estab- 
lish the “no means test” principle 
right now. 

If the country can’t afford that 
at age 65, then let's start at age 
66, or age 67, 

But let's not try to ride twe 
horses in divergent directions. 


Dalai Lama Entrusted 
With Future of Tibet 


Whether the Communist con- 
quest of Tibet will be easy or 
difficult depends in the final 
analysis on the attitude of the 
sixteen-year-old Dalai Lama who 
has just been invested with the 
absolute powers of his office in 
a colorful ceremony at Lhasa. 
The transfer of authority from 
the aging regent, Takta Rimpoche, 
to the boy incarnation, as an- 
nounced from the Tibetan cap- 
ital, clothes the youthful Dalai 
Lama with the fullest prestige 
and responsibility for the hard 
decisions that lie ahead. 


Problems 
Ahead 


The problem or the Chinese 
Communists in Tibet is not a mil- 
itary one only; nobody doubts the 
ability of the Chinese Reds to 
seize Lhasa or any other Tibetan 
centre from the militarily weak 
Tibetan forces. The bigger ques- 
tion is whether the Dalai Lama 
will stay on in Lhasa and make 
terms with the Chinese or will 
choose to go into exile. 

If he stays, the Communists’ 
task will be greatly simplified. 
If he leaves Tibet and continues 
to take a hostile attitude toward 
the Communis invasion the Com- 
munists will find it no easy mat- 
ter to overcome the influence of 
his tremendous religious and po- 
litical prestige. 

This is probably one of the 
reasons why the Chinese Reds 
are moviig cautiously in their 
Tibetan advance and filling the 
air waves with enticing promises. 
And there is no certainty yet of 
what Lhasa’s final decision will

The news of the sudden trans- 
fer of power from the regent to 
the Dalai Lama took the Tibet- 
ans here by surprise, since under 
normal circumstances it would 
not have occurred until the boy 
had reached the age of elghteen. 

There are several possible ex- 
planations: 

1. The Tibetan government may 
have wanted to fortify the Dalat 
Lama's prestige and authority 
to cope with the crisis in Tibet,

2. The action may have been 
taken to give the fullest legal 
sanction to the Dalai Lama's 
leadership should he decide to 
seek exile in India. 

3. It may be an effort to unify 
dissident factions in Lhasa, where 
minorities have been hostile to 
the regent, 

In 1947 the Tibetan govern- 
ment discovered an alleged con- 
spiracy against the regent by 
followers of the previou. regent, 
Reting Rimpoche, centred chief- 
ly in two important monasteries 
—KReting and Sera. Disturbances 
at that time were quelled and 
Reting Rimpoche, who had been 
forced out of the regency in 1941, 
later died in prison, But the hos- 
tile feeling continued among the 
dissident monks

The government has not yet 
abolished Christmas, but Commu- 
nist leaders do not disguise their 
efforts to eliminate religious 
significance from the traditional 
holiday.
